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The proposed amendment would change the nature of the cells from "lineage committed 



human hematopoietic cells" to "mature human hematopoietic cells". This changes the nature of 
the invention to such an extent that new considerations would be required. The nature of the 
invention claimed would be changed because "lineage committed" cells are cells that are not 
fully differentiated, but that are committed to follow a particular pathway of differentiation; 
while "mature" cells are cells that can be at an end stage of differentiation, without being capable 
of following a pathway of differentiation to any further differentiated state. This distinction 
follows the normal understanding that one of skill in the art of cell or developmental biology 
would have for the terms "lineage committed" and "mature", as well as of the definition of 
"mature" cells given by applicant at page 7, Une 4.
